“Only three ralroad franchises have been 
a member. One was the Suburban railway 
bili—the bill for the passage of which the 
$135,000 boodle fund was raised by its back- 
ers who didn't know how the majority in 
both houses would vote. 

“This bill was the first where ample 
compensation was granted the city in re- 
turn for a franchise. 

“It provided that the railway company 
should pay over to the city a graduated 
scale of from 2% to 6 per cent annually of 
the entire system's gross receipts. In that 
way the city’s interests were protected. 

“If the franchise had been granted it 
would have paid the city several millions 
of dollars during the 50 years for which it 
was granted. 

“We recently passed a bill granting a 

franchise for a little road on McLaren 
avenue, a mile and a half long, and we 
provided for payment to the city of from 
2 to 5 per cent of the gross receipts with 
transfers to the central part of the city. 
That shows the position the rallroad com- 
mittee will probably take with regard to 
protecting the city’s interests.

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105 DEAD MINERS 
HAVE BEEN FOUND 


Victims Will Not Exceed 115, 
It Is Said. 


HEROISM OF THE RESCUERS 


SOME OF THEM RISKED THEIR 
LIVES FOR FRIENDS. 


New York World and Post-Dispatch 
Staff Correspondent Depicts Pa- 
thetic Scenes About Shaft 
Where Dead Are Brought 
Forth. 


“ JOHNSTOWN, Pa., July 12.—One hun- 
drea and five are now dead from Thurs- 
day's explosion at the Rolling Mill mine 
of the Cambria Steel Co. It is not possi- 
ble that this record will be swelled to anv 
great extent, and In no case is it expecied 
that the list will exeeed 110 or 113 

The mine workings, which it was danger- 
ous to enter yesterday, were thoroughly ex- 
plored by a searching party during the 
night. 

At 3 o'clock this morning the charred 
and mutilated bodies of 15 victims wera 
brought to the Westmont pit mouth and 
taken to the Morgue. 

Three deaths occurred during the night 
at Cambria Hospital. These were among 
the last living victims who were brought 
out of the mine yesterday afternoon in an 
unconscious condition. Another of these is 
ina precarious condition. It was learned 
at the, pit mouth today from mine offi- 
clals that every heading and chamber, both 
to the right and left of the main Klondike 
heading, were penetrated during the night, 
and that not a trace of any dead or living 
victims were found. 

It is admitted that some might have 
crawled into obscure workings in t@eir 
flight from the afterdamp which followed 
the explosion, and these succumbed to the 
fatal influence of the gas. 

Many funerals will take place today. Ev- 
ery undertaken in Johnstown jis as many 
on his hands as he can well attend to. In- 
quiries were made at the mine offices ard 
the Morgue by relatives of four missing. 
They are foreigners. Mine Superintendent 
George T. Robimson says it is probable the 
men are lost in some pocket of the gine 
where they went to escape firedamp, and 
when escape was cut off were caught by 
it. y'

JOHNSTOWN, Pa., July 12.—Many acts 
of courage are being recounted by the sur- 
vivors as they recover from the shock 
sufficiently to tell of their expcriences. The 
case of Rudolph Hoval, a Bohemian, is a 
striking example. 

Hoval and John Yamnitsky weve in the 
party saved through the heroism of An- 
thony Kahlman, who broke an air pipe and 
thus enabled them to live through the night. 
Yamnitsky is a one-legged man. 

Kahiman and his party started to leave 
No. 6. level. Hoval and Yamnitsky fel] be- 
hind. They were known as “buddies,” 
having worked in the same room for years, 
and were ins=parable chums. 

Yamnitsky drifted off into a side passage 
where there was more gas than in the 
main artery of the mine. He succumbed 
to the effects of the gas, and tumbled over 
in a faint. 


WEAK, BUT HEROIC. 


Hoval was very weak, but managed to 
drag his “‘buddy’’ for some distance. He 
was compelled to let him drop, and started 
to find assistance. 

Before going he took off his Jumper and 
placed it over the face of his chum. That 
saved Yamnitsky’s life, for ten minutes 
later, when the rescuing party. came, he re- 
vived and was taken to the open air. 

Little Frank Sabot, a stunted 14-year-old 
trapper, is another hero of the disaster. He 
had been working in one of the other com- 
partments of the mine when the explosion 
occurred. He reached the mouth of the nit 
in safety and was the first to give the 
alarm. 

He Ynsited on returning to the mine with 
the first party of rescuers, and led the way. 
Five times he ventured into the mine, only 
to be driven back by the noxious gases. 

He insisted on returning to the mine with 
at least he became separated from tee 
other irescuers and, when there was a 
round-up of this party, he was missing. 
Five hours went by and he did not re- 
appear. Then a band of rescuers stumbled 
across his body. 

Frank Harris is another hero of the disas- 
ter. His father was employed in the mine 
and was killed. The boy insisted on accom- 
panying the rescuers, and ventured off on 
his own hook to look for his parent. He 
became separated from his companicns, 


and, when found, was unconscious. He 
was taken to the Memorial hospital, where 
it was said he would probably die. Three 
members of the family forfetted their lives 
in the disaster.

A Bohemian woman, named Sophia Kal- 
niak, caused the policeman guarding the 
main entrance to the mine a great deal 
of trouble by insisting that she be pern.ittcd 
to enter the cavernous depths to seek her 
sweetheart. John Vesak, who was reported 
to be missing. The guards attempted to 
restrain her, but she fought so furiously 
that it was found necessary to use force 
to prevent her from carrying out her pur- 


pose. She was detained. *

SHAKES HANDS CORDIALLY 


THOUSANDS CHEERED SOUTH AF- 
RICAN HERO IN STREET. 


Though Returning With Honors of 
War, He Wears Only Service Uni- 
form, but Populace Wants 
Him, Not Pageant. 


LONDON, July 12.—Lord Kitchener 
reached London at 12:48 p. m. end his 
progress through the metropolis was one of 
the most memorable of the many remark- 
able of the past three years. 

The small procession of carriages sentain« 
ing the general and his staff, in simple, 
serviceable veldé dress, lacked spectacular 
features, but evidently the crowd was there 
in tens of thousands to see the hero and 
not a pagennt. 

From the moment he set his foot on shore 
until he entered the porch of St. James 
Palace, Kitchener received such an out- 
burst of enthusiasm as quite overshad- 
owed the demonstrations on previous and 
similar occasions. 

The ;“atform at Paddington railroad sta- 
tion, when Kitchener arrivefl, looked more 
like a recwption room of the war office or 
Indian office than a railroad station. 

It was covered with red carpets and dec- 
orated with a profusion of flowers and 
palms, While rows of decorated stands, 
crowded with spectators, had been erected 
at all parts from which a view of the re- 
turning general could be obtained. 

The platform itself was crowded with dis- 
tinguished pergenages, including Indian 
princes in fr lendent costume, generals 
and other offiters in full uniform and many 
ladies in beautiful summer dresses. 

The Prince of Wales, the Duke of Con- 
naught, the Duke of Cambridge, Lord Rob- 
erts, the commander-in-chief; Lord Lans-

After a brief official reeeption at the 
docks the general was driven through the 
decorated and crowded streets to Hartley 
Hall, where he received an address from 
the Chamber of Commerce, expressing ad- 
miration of the generalship, resource and 
skill which he had shown in South Africa, 
and hoping that the pone which ,he had 
secured would be lasting and mark te be- 
ginning of a new epoch of precmeets and 
commercial development roughout the 
empire 

In reply Lord Kitchener declared that 
whatever success had been achieved was 
due to the rank and file of the army. He 
thanked those who had looked after the 
friends and relatives of those left behind 


in South Africa. 

In response to clamorous calls, Gen. 
French and Gen. Ian Hamilton also spoke 
the former remarking that they ha 
throughout been inspired by the example 
of their chiefs. 

The freedom of the borough was con- 
ferred on Lord Kitchener and the party 
was then obliged to hurry away in order 
to meet their London engagements. The 
progress of Lord Kitchener and hi; com- 
anions to the railroad station was marked 
y scenes of remarkable enthusiasm.

LOWED TO ENTER. 


MUST BE AERIAL GRADUATES 


Course for the Compe- 
tition. 


No novices will be allowed to endanger 
the safety of themselves, their fellow-con- 
testants and the public by entering in the 
World's Fair airship contest. Nor will any 
experienced aeronaut be allowed to enter a 
balloon in the competition until he has dem- 
onstrated that the machine can actually 
fiv. 

These are two of the rules issued by the 
World's Fair corporation governing the 
aerial tournament. The rules begin with 
the statement that $200,000 will be set aside 
by the Fair management for the tourna- 
ment, $100,000 to be for the grand prize, $09,- 
0 in subsidiary prizes and the other $0,- 
000 for expenses. 

The rules specify that a jury shall ex- 
clued all vehicles that appear to be haz- 
ardous and all vehicles that require any 
connection with the ground. Contestants 
may make as may trials as they please, 
bus only at times indicated by the judges. 

The course will be shaped like a twisted 
figure eight, the loops being bent at right 
angles to each other. The shorter loop Will 
lie entirely within sight of the Exposition 
grounds. The longer loop will lie west of 
the administration building. The length otf 
the course will be between ten and fifteen 
miles. 

In addition to the main prize there will 
be four minor prizes of $3500, $3000, $2000 and 
$1500, and prizes for flying machines not 
carrying operators, for a gliding machine 
with an a for an airship motor, and 
for kite flying.

Let us have good brakes with motormen capable of running them.

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THE TERMINAL PROBLEM. 


How shall St. Louis deal with the terminal problem? 

It is agreed that St. Louis needs additional termina! facilities 
in order to handle the city’s expanding commerce. The city’s 
business is now hampered by lack of facilities and by the con- 
ditions of terminal transportation. 

It is agreed that St. Louls needs another bridge and the con- 
struction of a new bridge would render additional terminal fa- 
cllities necessary. 

The question confronting St. Louis is, how shall these addi- 
tional facilities be obtained upon terms advantageous to St. Louis, 
which will promote trade expansion and protect the cammerce 
of the city from monopoly oppression? 

This question is emphasized and its 
anee by the intreduction of the franchise bill of the St. Louls 


Terminal Depot Co. The struggle for terminal franchises has 


begun. 
How will it end? To the advantage of St. Lcuis, its pdople and 


business interests, or to the advantage of promoters, speculators 
‘n franchises, or the railroad and bridge combine? 
Shall the solution contribute to the wealth and 


growth of St. Louis, or shall it contribute merely to the wealth 
of a syndicate of capitalists or a combination of railroad corpora: 


commercial 


tions? 
The solution of the question vitally affects the interests of the 


St. Louls people and especially of every business house and 
factory in the city. 

The Post-Dispatch {ts heartily in favor of obtaining additional 
terminal facilities, sufficient to meet all the demands of busi- 
ness. But the Pcet-Dispatc! wants these needed facilities ob- 
tained on terms which will benefit St. Louis to the fullest extent, 
2nd will promote and protect all the city’s interests. We believe 
that the terms of any franchise granted should be formulated 
by the city in the interest of the city. 

For thte reason we believe it would be wise to organize a 
terminal commission for the purpose of dealing with the. terminal 
problem and of formulating and submitting to the Municipal As- 
sembly a comprehensive terminal plan. 

Let the commission be composed of men competent to deal 
with the problem, who are above suspicion of unworthy Influence. 
The commission might be composed of the president of the Board 
of Fublic Improvements, a competent engineer, a practical rail- 
road man, a financier and a representative business man. Let 
the commission formulate the plan of obtaining better terminal 
facilities upon the fellowing lines: 


What additional €:rminal facilities are needed? 


How shall they be obtained? 
If a franchise shall be granted to a corporation, what 


shall be the conditions? 
Let us settle our terminal problem in a business-like way, keep- 
ing in view the city’s needs, rights and interests and thrusting 


aside all the schemes of promoters, franchise speculators and 


railroad combines.
